The reply filed on 7/2/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
In response to the election of species requirement a single ultimate disclosed specie of, (a) a silanol group containing polymer, and (b) 
a protective group, were not elected. See 37 C.F.R. §1.111. An example of an acceptable election is a copolymer of butyl acrylate, 
styrene and gamma-methacryloxypropyltrimethoxysilane as the silanol group containing polymer, and (b) polyvinyl alcohol (PVOH) 
as the protective group, if these represent species of the claimed invention. It is noted that PVOH is not included in the protective 
groups of amended Claim 11. The election of a species of the form of polymer is moot as applicant has restricted independent Claim 
i 1 to a powder. Applicant's cancellation of the claims of Groups II-I V makes the restriction requirement moot.
